Over 130 million of our popu- 
lation are inadequately protect- 
ed against smallpox and the in- 
cidence of smallpox is on the 
rise overseas. This is‘a-danger-

A generation ago smallpox 
wes something far away, befifijd|.

However, today a jet passenger |' 
can contract smallpox in such |: 
a place as Nepal, ‘where 5,000 
Persons were recently stricken 
and 1,000 died, and carry it to 
the United States, and around 
the world in a few short‘hours. |’ 

Smallpox is a threat at our 
doorstep. This is why medical 
groups are emphasizing the need 
for adequate protection and 
why Public Health Service offic- 
ials have set up elaborate pre- 
cautions to screen out all poss- 
ible carriers. At John F. Ken- 
nedy International Airport a- 
lone, inspectors board 21,000 
planes a year to check incoming |: 
passengers for telltale signs of 
smallpox, `- 

Thanks to these inspection 
Jand quarantine measures, no 
smallpox outbreak has occurred 
here since 1947. However, Dr. 
White warns, "the absence of 
smallpox, while speaking well 
for disease prevention efforts, 
has led to complacency.” With 
at least three-fourths of our 
population inadequately protect- 
ed, a single invasion of small- 
pox could have epidemic poten- 
tial. The danger is ever-pres- 
.ent and adequate protection 
through vaccination or revacci- 
ination is indeed essential and 
available,
